Document Dl is considered the prior art closest to the 
subject matter of claim 1. It discloses a double -chamber 
syringe attached to a static mixer, said syringe being 
suitable for generating foam. 

The subject matter of claim 1 thus differs from the known 
syringe in that the two chambers are arranged one after 
the other rather than side by side, and thus the linking 
element opens one of the two chambers when said element is 
displaced. Therefore, the subject matter of claim 1 is 
novel (PCT Article 33 (2) ) . 

The problem to be solved by the present invention can thus 
be seen as that of keeping the chamber containing the 
active substance sealed tightly before use and opening it 
only immediately before it is used.
